2, According to a reliable source In contact with the 
Spanish police* Subject was Involyed In 1961 In an unsuccessful 
plot to abduct from Spain, the jp$orlous wartime Has! collaborator 
and Belgian Nasi leader* Leon DEGRlLLC. Subject was * * 
subsequently arrested hy the Spanish authorities for hie part 
in the attempted kidnapping, and a Spanish military tribunal 
sentenced him to ten years la prison. He wan released In 
February 1964. „ 




3. Originally It wma believed that Subject's abduction 
plot was sponsored by the Israeli government. Further Investigation, 
however, suggested that he acted purely from eeUlsh motives and 
without Israeli Inspiration. According to overt sources . Subject 
had at oae time worked for the Israeli Security Service In a low- 
level capacity but had been dismissed long before the planned 
abduction.
